All which being duly con- 
fider'd, it ſhews the unhappineſs of ſome 


Mens Tempers, who are rendered uncapa- 


ble of governing others, becauſe they can» 


not govern themſelves: Who will be nothing 


it they cannot be uppermoſt, deſpiſe all other 


Mens Opinions when they ſtand in Compe- 


tition with their own; inſtead of being 


| Counſellors, ſet up for Tutors and Comptrollers; 


and in place of Obeying Inſtructions, preſcribe 
Rules to thoſe whoſe Commands ought to be 
the Pole-Star to direct their Obedience. Such 
Men as theſe give a World of Trouble and 


Diſquiet, both to their Superiors and Equals, 


and cannot be cheriſh'd with any Gleams of 


Royal Favour, or retain'd in their Poſts, but 
for the ſame reaſon that Socrates kept his 
Scolding Wife, viz. for the Exerciſe of their. 
Sovereign's Patience. I am far from ſuſpecting 


my Lord Peterborom's want bf Fidelity or Ca- 


pacity to diſcharge the greateſt Employment 


in the State ; therefore cannot but expreſs 


my Fears, that ſome ot the unhappy Errors 
above-mentioned, contributed to the Change

weak Condition and ready to Surrendet up- 
on the appearance of his Troops, he found 


an orderly Garriton in it, and a Force al- 


moſt equal to his Army. In theſe Difficul- 
ties his Lordſhip, as he was obliged by his 
Inſtructions, call'd frequent Councils of 
War; wherein Day after Day, for above a 
Fortnight together, it was often nnani- 
mouſly and always by a Alajority agreed,
